91 and clause (a ) of sub- section (2 ) of section 344 of the Kerala Municipalities 
Act, 1960 ( 14 of 1961) , the Government of Kerala hereby make the following 
rules, the same having been previously published for general information 
as required by section 368 of the Kerala Municipal Corporations Act, 1961 
and section 345 of the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 , namely : 


RULES 


1. Short title and commencement.- (1) These rules may be called the 
Kerala Municipal Contingent Employees Death - cum -Retirement Benefit 
Rules, 1977. 

(2 ) They shall come into force at once . 
2. Definitions. In these rules unless the context otherwise requires 

(a ) “ Commissioner" means the Commissioner of a Corporation or 
of a Municipality as the case may be ;

" Council” imeans a Municipal Council or a Corporation Council 
as the case may be; 

(c) " Employee” means a full time contingent employee of Muni 
cipality or of a Corporation ; 

(d ) “ Pension Fund” means the Municipal Contingent Employees 
Pension Fund constituted under rule 7 . 

3. Applicability . These rules shall apply to all contingent employees 
of the Municipalities and of the Corporations in the State : 

Provided that those employees who were in service on 1-1-1972 shall 
be given a right of option which shall be indicated in writing to the Com 
missioner concerned within two months from the date of publication of 
these rules either to continue under the existing system of retirement bene 
fits admissible , or to come over to the pension scheme under these rules. If 
no such option is exercised by the employee within the time limit it will be 
deemed that he /she has opted to the pension scheme under these rules : 

Provided further that those employees who had completed 60 years of 
age before 1-1-1972 will not be eligible for pension under these rules. 

4 : Retirement.- Except as otherwise provided in these rules the date of 
superannuation of an employee is the date on which he attains the age of 60 
years. 

5. Death -cum -retirement benefits. The provisions in Part III Kerala 
Service Rules, as amended from time to time will apply mutatis-mutandis 
to an employee governed by the pension scheme under these rules in the 
matter of death -cum -retirement benefits. 

6. Liability of Councils.- (1) . The Council concerned shall meet the 
entire financial commitments arising from the introduction of the pension , 
scheme in so far as the employees who were or are working under it and to 
whom these rules are applicable are concerned . 

7. Municipal . Contingent Employees Pension Fund .- (1) Each council 
shall open in Treasury Savings Bank ( Fixed Deposit ) a fund called theMuni 
cipal Contingent Employees Pension Fund for servicing the Death -cum 
Retirement benefits of the employees under these rules. 

(2) The Pension Fund referred to in sub -rule (1) shall be governed 
by the rules hereinafter contained : 

(a ) The Provident Fund Accounts of every employee who is 

a subscriber to the existing contributory Provident Fund 
maintained by the Council and who opts or comes to the 
pension scheme under these rules shall be closed with effect 
from the date immediately preceding the date on which these 
rules come into force. The contribution portion of the con . 
tributory Provident Fund together with interest thereon shall 
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be transferred to the Pension Fund. The subscription portion 
with interest shall be credited to a separate Provident Fund 
Account called " Provident Fund of Pensionable Contingent 
Employees" to be opened by the Council under the Kerala 
Municipal Pensionable Employees Provident Fund Rules, 
1969 immediately after closing the existing contributory 
Provident Fund... 


(b ) 

(i) The pension contribution in respect of all the employees 
who have come over to the pension scheme for the periodſupto 
the date immediately preceding the date on which these 
rules come into force, shall be calculated at 1/6 of their basic 
pay plus dearness pay from time to time. The differences 
between such amount and the contribution portion of their 
Provident Fund together with interest transferred to the 
Pension Fund under clause (a) of sub rule (2) shall be paid to 
the Pension Fund in easy annual instalments not exceeding 
20 as may be decided by the Council. 
( ii) The pension contribution in respect of the employees 
eligible for pension under this scheme for the period from the 
date of commencement of these rules shall be adjusted monthly 
on or before the 10th day of the succeeding month to the 

credit of the Pension Fund .. 
( c) The surplus, if any , in the Pension Fund which may not be 

required for immediate disbursement shall be invested in the 
Treasury Savings Bank ( Fixed Deposit). The interest 
realised on such investments shall be credited to the Pension 

Fund . 
(d ) The pension Fund shall not be used for any purpose other 

than those authorised by these rules, except with the sanction 
of Governinent on such terms and conditions specified by 

Government. 
8. · Procedure relating to pension payment.- (1) The pension papers of 
the retired employees shall be prepared by the Commissioner in such forms 
and in accordance with such instructions as are contained in Part III of the 
Kerala Service Rules, within one year before the date of retirement and for. 
warded to the Examiner of Local Fund Accounts with all relevant documents. 
After verification the Examiner of Local Fund Accounts shall report the ad 
missible pension and gratuity and transmit the papers to the Commissioner 
for according sanction . Thereupon the Commissioner shall sanction the 
pension and issue a pension payment order to the pensioner. One copy of 
the pension payment order shall be kept by the Commissioner himself. After 
this has been done the Commissioner shall pay the pension to the pensioner 
at the rate specified in the sanction order from the Pension Fund opened under 
these rules . 


(2 ). The examiner of Local Fund Accounts shall be the auditor in 
respect of the transaction relating to the payment of pension to the retired 
employées. 

(3) The procedure relating to payment of pension and gratuity as 
laid down in the Kerala ; Treasury Rules and Kerala Financial Code shall 
be followed by the Commissioner. His duties in regard to pension payment 
will be analogous to that of a Treasury Officer entrusted with the disburse 
ment of retirement claims. The forms and registers to be used for the payment 
of pension and, gratuity and prescribed by the Examiner of Local: Fund 
Accounts in this regard shall be used for the purpose of these rules. 

9. If any doubt or difficulty arises in the interpretation of these rules, 
the question shall be referred to the Government whose decision shall be 
final.

Promulgated by the Governor of Kerala in the Twenty -eighth

to provide for the further extension of the term of office of the 

councillors of the Punalur Municipality . 

Preamble . - WHEREAS the Government, in exercise of the 
powers conferred by the proviso to sub- section (1) of section 8 of 
the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 (14 of 1961), by notification 
G.O. (Ms) 85/77/LA & SWD, dated the 24th March , 1977 , published 
as S. R. 0 : No. 259/77 in the Kerala Gazette Extraordinary No. 182 
dated the 25th March , 1977 , extended the term of office of the 
councillors of the Punalur Municipality for a period of six months 
from the 1st day of April, 1977; 

AND WHEREAS it is proposed to conduct the elections to all 
the municipal councils in the State of Kerala, other than the Tirur. 
Municipal Council, in the month of January, 1978 , so that the 
newly elected councillors may enter upon office on the 1st day of 
· February , 1978 . 

AND WHEREAS it is considered necessary to further extend 
the term of office of the councillors of the Punalur Municipality 
till the newly elected councillors enter upon office;. 

AND WHEREAS the maximum period by which the terra of 
office of councillors can be extended under the proviso to sub 
section (1 ) of section & of the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 (14 of 
1961), is six months and no further extension in the exercise of 
the powers conferred by .that proviso is possible; 

AND WHEREAS the Legislative Assembly of the State of Kerala 
is not in session and the Governor of Kerala is satisfied that circiim- , 
stances exist which render it necessary for him to take immediate 
action ; 
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NOW , THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause (1 ) of article 213 of; the Constitution of India , the Governor 
of Kerala is pleased to promulgate the following Ordinance: 

1. Short title . This Ordinance may be called the Punalur 
Municipal Council (Extension of Term of Office.lof , Councillors ) 
Ordinance; 1977: 

2. Extension of term of office of municipal councillors. - Not 
withstanding anything contained in the Kerala Municipalities Act, 
1960 (14 of 1961), the term of office of the councillors of the Punalur 
Municipality constituted under the said Act, which expires on the 
30th day of September , 1977 , shall extend upto noon on the 1st day 
of February , 1978 .
